CLASH ON PUBLIC TRIAL. 


Attorneys for Woman Demand 
Open Hearing, Declaring Ac- 
cusations Are Only Gos- . 
sip of Stables. 


New York, April 6.—[{Special.]—The matri- 
monial experiences of Howard Gould are am- 
piy told in his answer to his wife's suit for 
separation. The answer was. filed today in 
the Supreme court with Justice Dowling, who 
reserved decision on a motion made by Mrs. 
Gould's lawyer for an order to settle the 
issues for trial before a jury. 

Howerd Gould and his counsel, Delancey 
Nicoll, do not want a public trial. Mrs. 
Gould and her lawyer are anxious for one for 
reasons best known to themselves. 

It is rarely that a suit for separation is not 
tried in open court, as there usually is enough 
difference of opinion between the parties to 
prevent a gecret trial But the Gould law- 
vers want a secret trial anyway—that is, 


“| Howard -Gould’s lawyers do—and they assail 


Mrs. Gould for demanding a public trial. 

They also declare that the issues are so 
involved and so complicated that no common 
jury could determine them properly. 

Mrs. Gould's answer to all thie is that she 
wants a jury trial and has a fundamental 
right to it. Furthermore, he gays the issues 
involved are-such simple mattere of fact, in- 
volving only the anewers to Did she?’ 
Didn't eh “Did he?’ and Didn't 
he?” that a , and not a justice or a ref- 
eree of a court, ‘should — allowed to pass 
upon them. 


Dustin Farnum Named in Suit. 

The first question Mrs. Gould will have 
to refute, whether the suit be, tried in 
open court or not, is whether she was guilty 
of “improper, immodest, lewd, and lascivi- 
ous conduct” with Dustin Farnum, the 
actor. 

Farnum, when he heard of the charges to- 
night, denied them one and all. He did not 
say whether or not he would testify in the 
case. 

Howard Gould alleges and realleges that 
on many occasions at the Hote? St. Regis and 
elsewhere his wife, who formerly was known 
as Katherine Clemmons, a protégé ot Buf- 
falo Bill” Cody,.was guilty of such conduct 
with Farnum... 

Howard Gould says that in Seftember, 1906, 
hia wife became “ enamored and infatuated *’ 
with 1 4 2 that ans attended every

Her conduct, 
Gould says, became a public Scandal, éspe- 
clally among the members of Farnum's com- 
pany. 

The same allegations are made cohcerning 
Mra. Gould and Farnum when the latter 
was playing in Philadelphia in October, 1906. 

Mrs. Gould and Farnum stopped at the 
Bellevue-Stratford, the husband says, and 
later went together to.Atlantic City by auto- 

mobile, putting up at the Martboro-Bién- 
heim. 

The same allegations of “ lewd and lascivi- 
ous conduct” are repeated in regard to the 
Atiantic City trip, but nowhere is there 
any allegation charging Mrs. Gould with 
adulterous intercourse with Farnum. 


Says Wife Drank Too Much. 

Similar conduct between the pair is alleged 
as having occurred in Lynchburg, Va., in 
November, 1906. 

In relating this Lynchburg episode Mr. 
Gould also states that on Nev. 8 of that year, 
at Blue Gap farm, Mrs. Gould became so 
drunk that she fell off her chair and lay 
helpless on the floor, “ where she vomited 
copiously.”’ 

After that, at dinner, he says she continued 


to drink more intoxicants, and finally retired 


to a garden on the farm, where, he says, 
she fell om the ground and lay for several 
hours. Mr. Gould does not state whether he 
was present or whether he mérely heard of 
this. 

One of the main allegations of Gould’s an- 
swer is a repetition of the old story that he 
was inveigied into marrying her by fraud 
and misrepresentations. He says he was led 
to believe that her relations with William 
F. Cody (“ Buffalo Bill ’’) Were innocent and 
pure, but he learned after his marriage that 
they had been “ illegitimate, ares 
and criminal.” 

He goes on to allege that in sr 1888, and 
1802 Katherine Clemmons and William F. 
Cody lived as man and wife in Bngiand, 
France, and America at various times and 
in various cities. 


Conduct Often Humiliated Him. 
Allegations of Mrs. Gould's use of intoxi- 
cants ferm à large part ot ber husband's 
answers. He @parges broadly that since the 
autumn of 1902, on many occasions he has 
deen embarrassed. humillated, and insulted 
by his wife, who behaved in public fre- 
quently in such a quarrelsome, violent, abus- 
ive, and irrational manner before friends and 
strangers as to make life with her impossible. 

He charges also she rendered herself unfit 
to perform her wifely duties, and he was 
compelled ,in self-respect to leave the house, 
Castle Gould, where they had been living 
together. 

Castle Gould, the $1,700,000 architectural 
resemblance to a famous Irish castle, plays 
4 large part in Howard Gould's defense of 
his action in leaving Mrs. Gould.

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Banker’s Railroad First to At- 
tack Illinois’ Cheap Fare. 


MEANS RUIN, SAYS LAWYER. 


Thirty-nine Cents Cause of Suit on 
Trial at Chester. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT .] 

Chester, III., April 6.—[{Special.j—It has 
remained for John R. Walsh's ill fated IIIi- 
nois Southern railway, with all its other 
troubles, to bear the brunt of the firat legal 
struggle over the constitutionality of the 2 
cent passenger rate law in Illinois. 

If the contention of the attorneys for the 
road are sustained by the court, the lower 
passenger rate, Which has been accepted by 
all the more powerful roads in the state, will 
be knocked out by the Walsh line, which is 
one of the shortest lines in IJinois. 

Armed with Supreme court decisions of re- 
cent date which purport to sustain their 
argument, attorneys for the Illinois South- 
ern line appeared before Judge B. R. Bur- 
roughs of the Circuit court today and pre- 
sented figures to support their assertions that 
the law was confiscatory in effect. 


Thirty-uine Cents Cause of Suit. | 


The whole case grew out of a claim of 
John Meyer of Sparta, III., amounting to 
cents. Meyer made a trip from Sparta 
to Salem, thirty-nine miles away, on July 
1, the day the law went into effect. He 
demanded a ticket at the 2 cent rate, but the 
ticket agent charged the regular rate in spite 
of Meyer's protest. The irate passenger 
complained to State’s Attoreny Simpson of 
Randolph county, 

Ordinarily the case would have been tried 
in the federal court. but because all the 
tracks of the road are within the boundary 
of Illinois the. state courts have jurisdic- 
tion. 

Attorney W. T. Abbott of Chicago spent 
just two hours in presenting books and ree-. 
ords of the road with which he expects 
to prove the unconstitutionality of the law. 
The tables which he. presented, exhibiting 
the business of the road for the first four 

months under the new law, showed that the 
actual cost of carrying passengers was 3% 
cents a mile. 


Losing Money Anyway. 

“It is easy to see from these figures that 
the road was losing money on its passenger 
traffic even before the new law went into 
effect.” saſd Attorney Abbott. “An expert 
mathematician is not needed to see that 
the operation of the new law certainly is con- 
fiscatory as regards the Illinois Southern 


d. 

“The Illinois Southern road oecupi 
peculiar’ position in Illinois. It runs through 
a sparsely settled portion of the country 
and does not enter any big city. “While we 
admit the right of the state toregulate rates, 
either through legislature or railroad com- 
mission, we do question its right to fx upon 
a rate, which will slowly eat up the com- 
pany’ 5 property or force it to go out ot busi- 
ness.” 

Mr. Abbott then produced Supreme court 
decisions.in which tha lower rate had been 
knocked out if North Carolina and en 
nesota on practically the same grounds. H 
also feet forth that the Mlinois-law, Ä 
provides a penalty of $100 for each ticket 
sold at a higher rate than 2 cents a. mile,

ticket sold dy the road in two months ‘a 
said, the amount of the fine would amount 


‘to $4,500,000, or more than thé value of this 


branch of the road.“ 

State's Attorney Simpson replied that the 
Supreme court decisions did pass upon 
the same question as that involved here, as 
the situation of the Walsh road was not the 
same as the roads which had contested the 
law in those states. He also declared that 
the $100 penalty provided was but one-. 
fourth of that provided in the states where 
the penalty was declared by the court to be 
excessive. 

During the day Mr. Abbott answered the 
charges made by witnesses before the legis- 
lative investigating committee relating to the 
road's occupancy of state property. He ald 
that the trustees of the penitentiary never 
intended to enforce the ejectment order.

Many Large Cities Involved. 
Many ‘cities in the state outside of 
Chfeago ure involved in the fight, and there 
is no telling what will be the result. In 
Joliet today the 136 saloonkeepers will close 
their places and head an army of 800 workers 
at the polls. The-probibitionists also will 
have an army of workers and in addition 
will ring the church bells periodically during 
the day to remind anti-saloon voters to go to 
the polls. : 
In Kankakee fort}-seven saloons are en- 
dangered, and the fight will be a hot one. 
School children will parade. the stgeets dur- 
ing the voting hours. The ement in 
Rockford in the closing days of the campaign 
has been intense, and the local optionists.are 
confident of winning by.a majority of 1,000. 
The liquor men are relying on a reaction in 
their favor. 
In Freeport, with its forty-five saloons, 
the oot has involved personalities to such 
mt that hundreds of families have 
been estranged ifom other familties with 
which they formerly were friendly. In Rock 
Island the wets are predicting a victory by 
the small margin of 300. 


Decatur Fight Sensational. 

Probably the most sensational of all the 
local option fights down the state is that in 
Decatur; where 15,000,000 bushels of cora 
annually are made into grits for the W- 
eries. There the pastors of twelve churches 
united and imported Billy Sunday to lea“! 
the campaign. Organizations were put o1: 
to canvass for votes and more than 6 
converts have been made at Sunday meet- 
inge. To offset this move the liquor inter 
ests enlisted Clarence Darrow, M. M. Man- 
gasarian, and J. Nick Perrin as speakers, 
and the town has been torn up with rival 
meetings of a stormy character.

In ad- 
ditidt® a semi-weekly paper devoted to their 
cause has been published, and hundreds of 
women have made a house to house canvass 
for votes. The campaign was closed on 
Saturday with a parade in which women, 
children, and old soldiers marched. The sa- 
loon interests have held large meetings, ad- 
dressed by speakers from Chicago. 

In Bloomington the issue is entangled with

Telepathy Used in Aurora. 

Aurora will be the scene of a-fierce strug- 
gle. For weeks the city has been wrought 
up to a high pitch of excitement by public 
meetings and organized canvasses for votes. 
Telepathy has been invoked by the women to 
win converts, while the saloonkeepers have 
relied pn the more practical methods of or- 
ganized political work. 

Thirty-four saloons will be put out of busi- 
ness if Elgin goes dry. The usual demon- 
strations have attended the campaign. which 
closed Saturday with a parnde of 1,000 echool 
children dressed in white. Theiccal option 
people have circulated a speech of Mayor 
Price in which he favored local option, and 
tie mayor has replied by repudiating his 
speech. 

In Jackson county local option will be the 
issue in fifteen of the seventeen townships, 
including Murphysboro, and in Livingston 
county every township, including Pontiac. 

A parade Of 5,000 children, bearing ban- 
ners with temperance mottoes, was the cli- 
max of the fight by the anti-saloon forces in 
Springfield. Every Protestant church in the 
city will hold all day meetings today, at 
which prayers for victory for the local option 
forces will be made. 

The march of children also was a feature of 


the closing day of the campaign against the 


saloons at Champaign. Today the women 
will march and afterward serve coffee and 
sandwiches to the voters. 


COOK COUNTY BARS IN DANGER. 


Six Towns Vote on Option and if Drys 
Win 244 Saloons Must 
* Close. 


That part of Cook county lying outside of 
Chicago stands to lose just a littl more 
than one-half of its saloons by the vote to- 
day. Of a total of thirty townships only six 
will. cast. ballots on the local option issue, 
but if the result is positive, 244 out of 467 
saloons. will close their doors.

PREACHERS IN HOT DEBATE 
OVER POLITICS AND LABOR. 


Censure of Republican Party Deferred— 
Investigation of Book OConcern’s 
Treatment of Printers Is n es 


Action on a resolution condemning the re- 
publican party for its indorsement of the 
„personal liberty movement was postponed 
for a week by the Methodist preachers’ 
meeting yesterday on the ground that such 
action immediately before the election might 
prejudice the Interest of the anti-saloon 
movement. 

After listening to an address by James W. 
Kline, president of the International Brother- 
hood of Blacksmiths and Helpers, the 
preachers approved a letter to be sent to the 
book concern committee of the general 
conference asking for an investigation of the 
Western Methodist Book Concern’s attitude 
toward the typographical union. 

The Rev. M. M. Parkhurst spoke against 
the labor unions and said he believed they 
supported violent agitators. in cases of 
strikes. His remarks were resented by the 
Rev. J. A. MacDonald, who said: 

‘Why is it any more just for us to judge 
the whole of the unions on the Shea affair 
than it is for the unions to judge the Meth- 
odist church on the action of the Methodist 
Book Concern? You know well that the 
tendency of the times is to grind down the 
laboring man to the smallest wages possible. 
Advance of wages means an advance of 
morality, advance of morality means an ad- 
vance in intelligénce, advance in intelligence 
means an advance in society. 

‘* We often hear the expression that a man 
need not work for a certain employer if he 
doesn’t want to. They tell us he can quit. 
Yes, he can quit, can he? He is in the posi- 
tion of the sailor on the ocean, who doesn’t 
like his ship. He is told he can get off—yes, 
he has a fine chance to get off. 

We say that we are laboring men, Men, 
what is the use of playing with language? 
You: know that you are not making anybody 
rich with your labor, you know that you are 
not being cheated out of your wages.” 

Mr. MacDonald is pastor of a north side 
church, said to have many wealthy members.

Sunday Closing 5 Now 
Before Appellate Court. 


SEEKING A WRIT ON MAYOR. 


No Immediate Decision, However, on 
Appeal for Mandamus. 


The Sunday closing qnestion again oc- 
cupied the courts yesterday, when Judges 
Holdom, Adams, and Brown in the Appellate 
court listened to oral argument upon.the ap- 
peal from the decision of Judge Chytraus 
denying a writ of mandamus to compel Mayor 
Busse to enforce.the mooted statute against 
Ald. Michael Kenna. 

Argument upon the petition of the Rev. 
W. A. Bartlett. the Rev. A. Lincoln Shute, 
and R. J. Bennett was brief end Presiding 
Judge Holdom announced that the case will 
be taken under advisement. ' 

Attorney Wiliam E. Church outlined the 
contentions of the relators and said: 

“Judge Chytraus held that the Sunday 
closing law is in force, but that the courts 
could not coerce the mayor, a cotrdinate 
branch of government. The question of 
jurisdiction did not ester into the decision— 
merely that the court had not the power.“

Three hundred representatives voted for 
the measure, and one, Representative Little- 
field of Maine, voted against it, mentioning 
various legal grounds for his action in 4 
short speech which he delivered. 

The measure provides that every railroad in 
the United States and all its possessions shall 
be liable in damages to any person suffering 
injuries while he is employed by such car- 
rier. In case of the death of an employ6 in- 
jured on a common carrier damages are to be 
paid for the benefit of the surviving widow or 
husband and children of such employé. Cer- 
tain kin farther removed are to receive dam- 
ages in case of the absence of widow, hus- 
band, or children. 

The Sterling bill is an important modifica- 
tion of some of the old common law rules 
which have relieved employers from lia» 
bility of damages where one employé causes 
the death or injury of another. Under this 
common law ruling employers have been 
relieved from lability where there is proven 
any degree of negligence on the part of an 
injured employé, no matter how great the 
negligence of the employé concerned. 


Killed by Supreme Court. 

The old statute was declared unconstitu- 
tional by the Supreme court of the United 

tates Jan. 6, 1908, on the general ground 
that the act, being addressed to all common 
earrier engaged in interstate commerce, 
and imposing liability upon them in favor of 
any of their employés, without qualification 
or restriction as to the business in which car- 
riers or their employés may have bean’ en- 
gaged at the time of injury, of necessity in- 
cluded subjects wholly outside the power of 
congress to regulate commerce. 

The Sterling measure, according to the re- 
port made upor it, avoids that criticism. 

The bill abolishes the common law doc- 
trine of fellow servants, which deprives an 
injured employé of the right to recover for 
negligence of another servant working for 
the same master and in the same line of em- 
ployment. The measure also changes the 
law of contributory negligence. 


Contracts Ren‘tered Void. 

The bill renders void any contract of em- 
ployment wherein the common carfier seeks 
to exempt itself from liability for personal 
injury. Many railroads in the country re- 
quire as a condition of employment that the 
employ6 sign an agreement waiving his right 
to sue for personal injury. 

In reporting the bill the judiciary commit- 
Tee changed the measure as originally intro- 
duced by limiting it entirely to railroad car- 
riers. This relieves the coastwise steam- 
ship companies, river steamship companies, 
and companies engaging in commerce on the 
lakes from the operations of the law, it being 
considered that provisions of the admiralty 
law in regard to abilities are sufficient to 
protect the employés of these concerns. 


GOMPERS FIGHTS NEW LAW. 


Tells Congressional Committee Unions 
Prefer Present Measure to Proposed 
Registration Clause. 


Washington, D. C., April 6.—The statement 
of Samuel Gompers, president of the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor, that organized la- 
bor would rather endure the Sherman anti- 
trust law, as applied by the United States 
Supreme court in the hatters’ case, than sub- 
mit to registration, as proposed by the 
amendatory bill drafted by the National Civico 
federation and introduced in the house by 
Mr. Hepburn of fowa, was one of the features 
today of a hearing on that bill before a sub- 
committee of the house judiciary committee. 
President Seth Low of the National Civic 
federation and Prof. J. W. Jenks of Cornell 
university also made arguments.

Commons Adjourned Until April 14; 
Retiring Premier Praised. | 


LONDON, April 6.—Herbert H. Asquith, 
the chancellor of the exchequer, crossed by 
the night boat from Dover to Calais tonight 
en route to Biarritz to see the king. The lat- 
ter’s absence at a time when it was fore- 
seen that Sir Henry Campdell-Bannerman's 
filness must lead almost to a cabidet crisis 
provokes. criticism in the English papers. 
There has been a rumor that the king would 
return to London on Saturday next, but this 
is doubtful. 

In his letter of resignation to the King, Sir 
Henry advised his majesty te summon Mr. 
Asquith. The latter, in pont of fact, has no 
rival for the leadership of his party ami the 
government. His accession to the premier- 
ship undoubt will sooner of later lead 
tad sweeping ch es in the constitution of 
the late ministry, but in the unprecedented 


‘| eltcumstance of the British premier resign- 


ing during an important session ‘of parHa- 
ment it is quite possible that the new premier 
will. content himself with the absolutely 
necessary changes. 


Commons Greets Premier-Elect. 


The house of commons 1 crowded this 
afternoon when Mr. Asquith rose to make 
his anticipated statement on the political 
crisis. The premier-elect was greeted with 
hearty cheers as he began to speak. 

„Since the house rose on Friday,” said 
Mr. Asquith, “the king has accepted the’ 
resignation of the prime minister, and the 
government now is without a head. This is } 
not the occasion when it would be possible 
or appropriate to do justice to the great 
qualities of our revered and trusted chief, or 
to enlarge upon his long and splendid serv- 
ices to the state.. For the moment I will 
not trust myself to do more than say that 
| in the annals of our history there is no man 

who, after long years spent in the thick of 
public contention, has ever laid down the 
highest office under the crown more univer- 
sally and deservedly beloved. There is not 
a single man in any quarter of this house 
who does not feel this is a personal loss.’ 


Adjourn to April 14. 

Mr. Asquith wént on to state that it was 
clear. public. business, could not proceed ef- 
fectively at this time, and he proposed that 
the house adjourn until April 14, at which 
time, after the transaction of formal busi- 
ness, it would poor e for the Easter 
recess.

All Lines Lead to Holding Company. 

These purchases, it should be noted, car- 
ried with them large and valuable interests 
in other railway properties, because the old 
Rock Island Railway company on June 90, 
1906, owned 505 of the stock, excluding the 
treasury holdings, of the Chicago and Alton 
railroad; and the St. Louis and San Fran- 
cisco owned 84 per cent, excluding the treas- . 
ury holdings, of the Chicago and Eastern IIli- 
noie railroad; while this latter corporation, in 
its turn, owned 61 per cent of the stock of 
the Evansville and Terre Haute Railroad 


company. 

It appears, then, from the facts dug up by 
the experts of the interstate commerce com- 
mission that this system of railroads, which 
ie known to the public as the Rock Island, 
Frisco, Alton. Eastern Illinois and Evans- 
ville lines, has at its head two holding bom- 
panies—first, the Rock Island company, and, 
second, the Chicago, Rock Island and Pacific 
Ratiroad company, which are responsible in 
themselves for the existence of over a third 
of a billion of capitalization before the cap- 
italization of the railroad properties proper 
is reached at all, and that the holding com- 
panies were created for no other apparent 
purpose than that of concentrating the hold- 
inge of stock of the railroad companies 
subsidiary to them. 


Facts Shock to Public. 

It must not be supposed that this ie an 
isolated case. The tables puwepared by the 
commission for thie extraordinary report, 
when they are finally printed, will show a 
condition of railroad relationship which will 
be more or less of a shock to the general 
public. 

The concentration of railroad interests has 

been reached by a clever system which does 
not 2 apparent control, although the 
ownership is none the less real. 
While there is not control in a legal sense, 
because this new system of, holding is all 
of minority stock, yet that minority is made 
to control the line in every case. 

Because ot the wide distribution of the 
majority ownership, the stock being in many 
cases held for investment in small lots by 
indtviduale, who sign their proxies frequent- 
ly as.a matter of form,.these minority hold- 
ings, in concentrated form, virtually domi- 
nate the situation and dictate the policy of 
the railroads whose securities are thus held. 


Many Roads in Few Hands. 

In a great many cases, as has been devel- 
oped b the commission, this minority own- 
ership is divided among a number of sup- 
posedly independent railroads and corpora- 
tions that have become so interwoven 


‘through the stockholding that vast systems 


have come under the domination of the 
same group of financiers. 

“The most striking case is found in the re- 
lationship existing among the various coal 
s and the trunk line systems of the 
middle Atlantic seaboard. To attempt to 
desoribe the process in the language of the 
report would give the genera) public no idea 
except of a jumble of names of railroad com- 
panies they had been accustomed to look 
upon as separate and competitive railroads. 
A apecial table compiled by the commis- 
sion shows the curious relationship, by 
means of minority holdings, which exists be- 
tween the Baltimore and Ohio, Chesapeake 
and Ohio, Delaware, Lackawanna and 
Western, Erie, New York Central, including 
the Lake Shore to Chicago; Pennsylvania, 
including the Panhandle and Fort Wayne 
Unes to Chicago; and Reading, including the 
Central Rallroad of New Jersey, which isthe 
— eastern outlet of the Baltimore and 
Ohio. 


Map a Puzzle to Uninitiated. 

Then it will be found that the New York 
Central and the Pennsylvania system have 
extended their influence into New England 
by stock holdings in the New York, New 
Haven and Hartford and the Boston and 
Maine; while to the westward the Pittsburg, 
Fort Wayne and Chicago railroad, a subsid- 
fary line of the Pennsyivania system, holds 
stock in the Great Northern, the Northern 
Pacific, and the Chic „ Milwaukee and 
St. Paul. 

The intricacies of the modern American 
railroad system are becoming almost as 
difficult of study as a map of the heavens 
on a clear summer night.

Confirms Resolutions of Banks. 

“These figures,” Mr. Roberts continues, 
“may be verified by anybody who cares to 
write to the controller of the currency for 
an abstract of the Feb. 14 statement. They 
sustain the resolutions adopted by the na- 
tional banks of Chicago and show that, 
based on the condition of the banks on that 
date, further liquidation would be necessary 
to bring the banks within the provisions of 
the Aldrich bill. 

“Tt should be considered also that this 
statement is taken in the season of the year 
when the demands upon the banks are light 
and in a year when business is relaxed and 
depressed.

Mrs, B. Borrmann Wells, Who Encoun- 
ters Opposition Here, Reiterates She 
Stands for Militant Methods.

Mrs. B. Borrmann Wells,’ suffragette and 
leading memder ot the Women's Social and 
Political union of London, gave the Chicago 
newspapers—and incidentally, of course, the 
women of Chicago—some of her views on 
votes for women yesterday. 

Mrs. Wells is in Chicago to do what she can 
for woman’s suffrage. She spoke briefly on 
gat urday at the meeting of the Chicago Po- 
litical Equality league, only to discover aft- 
erwards that the league frowns on the 
suffragettes’ methods. 2 

Apropos of her experience at this meeting 
she said: 

Lam in America, all ready to be converted 
to American ideas, which seem to be much 
in favor of a peaceful sort of a campaign. 
They haven't converted me yet, however. 
England we accomplished more in two yea 
by militant methods than we did in fifty years 
of constitutional methods. They will be 
forced to give us suffrage as the lesser of two 
evils!’

Whether the relationship between a broker 
who holds securities belonging to a customer 
and the customer is that of debtor and cred- 
itor or merely that of pledger and pledgee 
was involved in the case of E. 8S. Thomas, 
trustee in bankruptcy of the insolvent brok, 
erage firm of Jacob Berry & Co. of New York 
vs. Anna D. Taggart, which was decided by 
the Supreme court ot the United States yes- 
terday in favor of Mrs. Taggart. Mrs. 
Taggart was a patron of Berry when, in 
November, 1904, his house went to the wall, 
and she had on deposit with him eighty- 
three shares of stock in a well known cor- 
poration, which she sought to recover.
